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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the 
rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yokota et al(US 5,619,484 of record). 
The reference by Yokota et ai discloses a phase locked state detector(PLL and lock detector(14), see figure 1), for 
detecting a phase locked state of a processing clock(2) with respect to a reference clock(IN). The processing clock 
signal(OUT) is generated by tKe PLL circuity 0), to be used in the processing of information stored on a CD(see 
background information, col. 1 and figure 2). A detecting device including the phase comparator(3) which detects a 
change in frequency of the VCO(processing clock) and as determined by the central frequency setting circuit(12), 
generates an error detection signal . A determining device(14 and 7,8,9) play a part in determining whether or not the 
processing clock(VCO) is in a phase locked state with respect to the reference signal. As noted in col. 15, line 19-40, 
regardless of the input signalfln, reference clock signal), the central frequency setting circuity 2) t b aia ll o ws allows 
for a sweep range dependent on the circumferential area being read, which ultimately determines the processing 
clock cycle to be pulled-in.

4. Applicant's arguments filed 10-29-04 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The examiner 
has considered applicants remarks with respect to measuring a cycle of the processing clock signal..., however as 
noted above, regardless of the input signal, the change in frequency of the processing clock signal is anticipated with 
respect to the central frequency setting circuit allowing for(by way of defined sweep ranges) the difference in 
processing clock speed from the inner to outer circumference of the data disk. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2 and 3 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
